Effective immediately, the Bureau is instituting 
a coordinated Counterintelligence Program (Cointelpro) 
directed against IClan-type and hate organizations. Offices 
receiving copies of this letter are instructed to immediately 
open an active control file, captioned as above, and to 
assign responsibility for this program to an experienced 
and imaginative Special Agent who is well versed in 
investigation of hate and racist-type organizations and 
their membership. 


The purpose of this program is to expose, disrupt 
and otherwise neutralize the activities of the various Klans 
and hate organizations, their leadership and adherents. 

The activities of these groups must be followed on a, 
continuous basis so we may take advantage of all oppor¬ 
tunities for counterintelligence and also inspire action 
in instances where circumstances warrant. The devious 
maneuvers and duplicity of these groups must be exposed 
to public scrutiny through the cooperation of reliable 
news media sources, both locally and at the Seat of 
Government. V/e must frustrate any effort of the groups 
to consolidate their forces or to recruit new or youthful 


fit 



adherents. In every instance, consideration should be 
given to disrupting the organized activity of these groups 
and no opportunity should be missed to capitalize upon 
organizational and personal conflicts of their leadership.

The Bureau is pleased v/ith past successes 
achieved by our counterintelligence efforts in other 
phases of our investigative responsibilities. To 
insure our success in this new endeavor, the Agent to 
whom the program is assigned in each office must have 
a detailed knowledge of the activities of the racist 
groups in the territory and that knowledge must be 
coupled with interest, initiative and imagination,. 

The Agent must be alert for information which has a 
disruptive potential. The information will not come 
to him - - he must look for it. The most effective 
way of being assured of keeping on top of the situation 
is to maintain close contact with those Agents who handle 
the investigation of the racial and hate groups and their 
membership and also to periodically review relevant files. 

If an enthusiastic approach is made to this 
new endeavor, there is no reason why the results % 
achieved under this program will not equal or surpass 
our achievements in similar type programs directed 
against subversives. 



Reference Bureau letter to Atlanta dated 
September 2, 1964. 

A review of Baltimore files reflects that there are 
presently no Klan organisations operating within the territory 
covered by the Baltimore Office. Baltimore files reflect that there 
are several alleged members of the American Nasi Party (ARP) 
living in the Baltimore area. However these individuals are 
associated with the ARP located in the territory covered by the 
Richmond Office and there are no ANP groups in the Baltimore 
territory. The Fighting American Nationalists (FAN) 
organisation in the Baltimore area is defunct. 


The National States Rights Party (NSRP) was to some 
extent active on the Eastern Shore of Maryland during the Spring 
and early Summer of 1964 but there has been no reported 
activity there in recent months. The only evidence of current 
activity by the NSRP in the Baltimore area are news stories which 
appeared in the September 28 and September 30, 1964, editions of the

Both these items utilise public source material to 
expose the communists. The first was researched by the 
Philadelphia Office with its laycut and design produced by 
the Bureau*s Exhibit Section. To avoid associating the 
Bureau with the DuBois Clubs of America leaflet, discreet 
arrangements were made for the Catholic War Veterans to 
sponsor its dissemination. The second leaflet was prepared 
by a private organization without the cooperation of the Bureau, 
to expose the communist musician, Pete Seeger. 

These items have been used as counterintelligence 
techniques to expose the communists and they are forwarded to 
suggest possible techniques to publicly expose Klan and hate- 
type organizations, and their members. The Bureau will be 
pleased to assist any office participating in this Program in 
the preparation of such material. Offices desiring to have 
such material prepared should submit their recommendation to 
the Bureau together with pertinent public source material and 
with suggestions for design and layout.

Recipient offices, to the exclusion of Baltimore, 
Chicago, and New York are authorized to anonymously mail 
copies of this newsletter to IOLan members who might be 
most receptive to the line .expounded in the newsletter. 

The NCDT newsletter might prove to be most productive 
in the hands of those subjects who are considered for 
interview in connection with the informant development 
program. 


The offices indicated should promptly handle 
the anonymous mailing of the NCDT newsletter, maintain a 
permanent record of the identities of the subjects who 
receive the newsletter, and keep the Bureau currently 
informed of any tangible results noted. 

Interested offices must insure that the anonymous 
mailings are made on each occasion from the same city so 
as to create the illusion that a chapter of the NCDT exists 
in that city. 

Insure that copies of the NCDT newsletter are 
mailed in commercially-purchased legal size envelopes. 

In order to show growth to the NCDT, Baltimore, 
Chicago, and New York will appear as chapters in 
subsequent publications. 

As the NCDT newsletter will be periodically 
prepared by the Bureau, recipient offices are encouraged 
to submit imaginative proposals regarding the subject 
matter for subsequent newsletters. 

Insure the usual precautions are taken to 
protect FBI interests in this matter.

You are being forwarded under separate cover a 
supply of three different postal cards to be mailed by your 
office anonymously to a selected number of known Elan 
members. The supply of cards furnished is approximately 
equal to the number of individuals you indicated are present 
klansmen in your territory for whom you had a residence or 
business address. 


The Bureau is not suggesting that these cards be 
sent to each of the klansmen whose addresses you have and 
it is being left to your discretion as to the extent of 
coverage you desire. In some areas where there are fewer 
klansmen, total coverage may be desirable. In other areas 
you may want to cover only a portion of the Elan members. 
The Bureau feels, however, that sufficient distribution 
should be made of the cards to insure that considerable 
Elan attention is drawn to them and that they will thus 
have the opportunity to serve the disruptive purpose for 
which they are intended. \

As you will note upon receipt of the cards, they 
question the secrecy of the klansraan*s membership and also 
question the use by Klan leaders of Klan funds. The Bureau 
feels these are two points in which the Klan organizations 
are quite vulnerable. 


Obviously, it would serve no purpose to send a card 
of this nature to the top Klan leaders who are publicly identi¬ 
fied as such and who are themselves the ones who might be 
suspected of misusing Klan funds. Other Klan members have 
also been publicly identified and would have no fear of 
additional public disclosure. 


Every precaution must be taken to insure that the 
source of these cards remains anonymous and that any possible 
connection with the FBI is avoided. You should insure that 
there is no widespread discussion of these cards among clerical 
or Agent personnel and that o nly a limite d number of individuals 
necessary for their preparation and distribution are aware of 
this program. The cards should be prepared by your office by 
addressing them by hand or on an older typewriter which does 
not have the business style type. If prepared by typewriter, 
insure that no typewriter used for outside correspondence is 
used in preparing these addresses since the Klan may attempt 
to obtain specimens of Bureau correspondence for comparison 
purposes. Also, if addressed by hand, block printing or some 
other change in normal handwriting should be made to avoid any 
possibility of comparison with normal handwriting of Bureau 
employees. However, changes in handwriting should not be so 
extreme as to show an obvious effort to disguise.

A four-cent stamp should be affixed and no return 
address should be shown. The cards should be dropped in 
outlying mailboxes, but none should be mailed from headquarters 
city or from a Resident Agency city. The mailing should be 
spread over the period of a month for each card and only a 
small number should be mailed at one time or at one place. 

Every effort must be made to avoid giving the Post Office 
officials the impression of a mass mailing. If an office 
feels it is desirable to do so, a portion of the cards may be 
prepared and sent to a neighboring office for sporadic mailing 
from an entirely different territory.

To obtain maximum benefit, you should consider mailing 
the cards to the klansman's business address and in some instances 
also to his residence since the former will tend to publicly 
identify him as a klansman, and the latter may cause dissension 
in his family. You must be certain that this mailing is limited 
to those individuals who have been positively identified as Klan 
members. One card should be selected for mailing during each 
of the next three months. When the mailing of each card is 
completed, you should advise the Bureau under the above caption 
of the total number of cards mailed that month. 

Informants are not to be advised regarding the mailing 
of these cards but you should be alert to any information 
volunteered by informants regarding the cards and advise of 
any positive results achieved.

For the information of the Bureau, the Jackson Division 
mailed 13 of the postcards in connection with this program to 
known Klansroen in Hattiesburg, Miss., during the month of May, 
Subsequently, on 5/23 and 24/66, five individuals of Hattiesburg, 
Miss., contacted the Resident Agency at Hattiesburg and exhibited 
pink postcards similar to those in this program in that they were 
printed on pink postcard type material with what appears to be an 
exact duplication of the message and characterization on those 
cards sent to Klarssmen. They were postmarked Hattiesburg, Mis®., 
5/21/66 and were addressed by typewriter as were those sent to 
Klansmen.

There has not been reported from any other source in 
the Jackson Division a similar activity on the part of the Klan 
subsequent to the implementation of this program. 


Enclosed for the Bureau are two of the postcards in 
question. The FBI Laboratory is requested to examine the enclosed 
postcards to determine the type of typewriter used and the 
technique of copying the printed material and advise Jackson 
for future reference. 


In view of the above, the June and July mailing of cards 
as originally planned in Hattiesburg will be suspended, UACB. 

UACB S Jackson will suspend future mailing of cards in this program 
in any city where this may develop. Jackson will follow and keep 
Bureau advised of any similar Incident along this line, however, 
no investigation is being instituted in this regard.

1. Potential Counterintelligence Action 

The Baltimore Office at the present tine has plans 
to conduct vide-spread interviews of a number of selected 
Klan members in Delaware within a short period of time for the 
purpose of bringing to the attention >f these members an 
awareness of the FBI's interest in an;r illegal activities of 
the Klan. It is felt that these interviews will disrupt the 
Klan in Delaware and may help neutralise Klavern Number 3» 
which is presently the only active Klavern in Delaware* 

The Baltimore Office has initiated a program of 
Interviewing selected members of Baltimore Klaverns primarily 
for the purpose of obtaining informant coverage* In these 
interviews, the Agents definitely receive the impression from 
statements made by persons Interviewed that these individuals 
feel that the FBI is tapping their telephones and is keeping 
them under constant surveillance. Zt Is felt that a continued 
program of interviewing ©embers of the Klan will help 
Immobilize the more timid individuals associated with the 
Klan.

.010 of an inch, while the specimen from which Q1 and Q2 
were made measures 5.50 inches by 3.50 inches and has a 
thickness of .009 of an inch* 

Specimens Q1 and Q2 are printed on a salmon colored 
paper stock whereas the specimens used in this program 
have been printed on a paper stock having a truer pink color 
and the difference in color is immediately apparent. 

Furthermore, in the'preparation of the 
photographically produced plate which was used in the * 
printing of specimens Q1 and Q2, there appears to be a 
small insect between the letters "h" and "i" in the word 
"behind' 1 contained in the text of the message.

For the information of the Bureau, informants have 
reported to the Mobile Office the results of a meeting of 
Iawrenee Lodge 610, United Klans of America, Inc., Knights of 
the Ku Klux Klan (UKA), Montgomery, Alabama, the night of 
5/24/66. The main portion of the meeting was taken up with 
the discussion of recently received letters from The National 
Committee for Domestic Tranquility, which were postmarked at 
Mobile, Alabama. It appeared that a majority of the members 
had received these letters. This caused considerable concern 
among the group, as to how the information got out pertaining 
to membership of the klavern. Several theories were expounded 
upon, one of them being that it was the work of a Negro civil 
rights group that was out to break up and destroy the klan by 
implanting the seeds of suspicion and doubt In each member's 
mind as to how this information leaked out, and thereby causing 
the organization to crumble from within. The other theory was 
that the FBI, through a compiled list of names and addresses, 
sent these to members of the organization to achieve the same 
results.

PROPOSED COUNTERINTELLIGENCE OPERATION BY HOUSTON OFFICE: 

The Bureau was advised by airtel and LHM on 6/15/66 
of a cross burning incident occunLng at Cleveland, Texas, 
in the early morning hours of 6/15/66, participated in by 9 
members of the UKA known as Harris County Unit No. 1. 

In accordance with instructions set out in Bureau 
airtel to Houston dated 6/22/66, all of the above communica¬ 
tions being in the UKA file (Bureau file 157-370), the Bureau 
instructed that all klansmen involved in these cross burnings 
be interviewed in order to neutralize such activities in the 
future if possible. 

The Houston Office has completed interviewing 
all of the individuals involved except two and they will be 
interviewed when they can be located within the next two 
days. These interviews were mixed with interviews of 
approximately 10 other individuals designed to divert suspicion 
from our Informant.

The Houston Office recovered a portion of the 
burned cross left by Klan members at Cleveland, Texas, along 
with a broken portion of a bottle apparently used as a 
"Molotov cocktail" to actually ignite the cross. 

For the information of the Bureau, klansman R. D. 
DIETERT, at whose residence the Houston Klavern has been 
meeting every Tuesday night, recently suggested that this 
klavern adopt as a cover name the name "Harris County Coon 
Hunter's Club". This name was registered by DIETERT at the 
Assumed Name Record Section, Harris County Tax Collector's 
Office, Houston, Texas, where it has been reviewed by a 
Bureau Agent, and where it can readily be reviewed by anyone 
browsing through such records. Commercial firms regularly 
review these records in order to supplement their mailing 
lists for advertising purposes. 

The Houston Office proposes the following action 
in order to further disrupt and confuse the Houston UKA 
Klavern, and to further discourage them from engaging in 
activities bordering on intimidation. 

It is proposed that the charred remains of the 
wooden cross, together with the broken portion of the bottle 
referred to above, be placed in a securely wrapped package 
and address to the Harris County Coon Hunter's Club at the 
address of R. D. DIETERT, which address was used when he 
registered the above name. It is proposed arrangements be 
made through a local package delivery service, without 
revealing in any way the Bureau's connection with this matter, 
for this package to be delivered to DIETERT*s residence at 
9 p.m., on a Tuesday night, either 7/12/66 or 7/19/66, If 
possible. A pretext could be used by a Bureau Agent that he 
was a member of this club and the delivery Is desired to 
coincide with a special meeting of the club at which prizes 
Are to be awarded to club members.

It is anticipated that this package would then be 
delivered during one of these klavern meetings and would be 
opened and readily identified by klansmen present. It is 
believed this would have a favorable psychological reaction 
which would tend to unnerve some of the weaker heqrted members 
and perhaps convice other members that such activities could 
not be engaged in without 'their being identified and possibly 
prosecuted in the future. 

The Bureau's early consideration to the above pro¬ 
posal would be appreciated, inasmuch as the Harris County 
Unit No. 1 of the UKA is presently considering the rental of 
a building for future klan meetings, in order to avoid 
holding meetings in the residences of members.

In his book "This Time The World 11 , copyrighted in 
1961, Geoige Lincoln Rockwell identified himself as Commander, 
American Nazi Party of the World Union of Free Enterprise 
National Socialists (ANP - WUFENS), Arlington, Virginia. 

The April 4, 1963, issue of "The Richmond News 
Leader", a Richmond, Virginia, daily newspaper, reported 
that George Lincoln Rockwell had, on the previous day, again 
applied for the American Nazi Party to be chartered in the 
State of Virginia, but this request was turned down by the 
Virginia State Corporation Commission. This action was 
taken pursuant to an act of the 1962 Virginia Assembly which 
prohibits use of "Nazi" or "National Socialism" in a Virginia 
charter. This article further pointed out that Rockwell's 
Party is presently chartered in the State of Virginia as the 
George Lincoln Rockwell Party. 

On August 14, 1964, a source advised that the 
ANP - WUFENS was organized by George Lincoln Rockwell at his 
residence in Arlington, Virginia, on February 26, 1959> as 
an international "National Socialist" movement based on the 
German Nazi Party headed by Adolf Hitler. He added that 
Rockwell is the dominant force and personality in this 
party; that he is espousing a "line 1 ' of hatred against the 
Jews and Negroes; and that he is seeking, through speeches, 
distribution of literature and picketing, to establish a 
cohesive and dominant political party in the United States 
and in foreign countries. 

According to the "storratrooper 1 s Manual", an 
official publication of the ANP, the phases of ANP struggle for 
power are fourfold, namely, first "to make ourselves known to 
the masses"; second, "the dissemination of cur program and 
truth about the Party"; third, "organizing the neople who have 
been converted to our propaganda"; and fourth, "the attainment 
of power through the votes of the newly-won masses". 


APPENDIX 
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On September 16, 1965 , the source advised that 
George Lincoln Rockwell believes he has completed the first 
three phases in his struggle for power and is now into the 
fourth stage, to wit, the "attainment of power through the 
votes of the newly-won masses". The source stated Rockwell 
believes this because of his success in gaining a place 
on the ticket in the November, 1965 , gubernatorial 
election in the State of Virginia.

It is felt that the transcript of LYNCH's remarks would forcefully 
bring to the attention of the Dayton Police Department, the potential 
for violence that LYNCH can and does generate. 

Additionally, copies of this transcript have been 
forwarded to Savannah for the National States Rights Party 
and to Los Angeles as that office is office of origin of 
LYNCH.

On August 25. 1*966, a representative of the office 
of the Intelligence Unit, Maryland State Police, Pikesville, 
Maryland, requested assistance of the Bureau on the following. 


The Maryland State Police has been in numerous 
discussions with representatives of the Attorney General’s 
Office of the State of Maryland concerning activities of the 
Klan and methods that can be used by the Maryland State Police 
against the Klan. At the present time, there is no law in 
the State of Maryland that prohibits the wearing of a mask 
on any public occasion. It is the impression of the Maryland 
State Police that some states do have some type of an anti-mask 
law in effect. 

The Maryland State Police asked if the Bureau could 
furnish them information concerning the states that would 
have such a law. and additionally, if possible, refer them to 
any court decisions concerning 6uch an anti-mask law. 

Their purpose is that they want to review the laws in effect 
in other states so that the Attorney General's office will be 
prepared for the introduction of such measures in Maryland 
during the next legislative session. 

It would be appreciated if the Bureau could furnish 
such information to this office as Baltimore desires to continue 
the interest the Maryland State Police and other Maryland official* 
have in any measures that might tend to disrupt Klan activities.

Enclosed are two copies of Article 8, Section 18.1-364 
through 18.1-367, of the Virginia Code pertaining to the 
prohibition of wearing of masks in public. 

You may furnish a copy of the enclosed statute to the 
Maryland State Police for their information which should be of 
some assistance to them since a neighboring state, Virginia, has 
a so-called anti-mask law. 

The Bureau has not done any extensive research on this 
matter but other states do have either state laws or local 
ordinances pertaining to the unlawful wearing of masks aimed at 
the Ku Klux Klan. In discussing this with representatives of the 
Maryland State Police, you are to make no recommendations as to t 
advisability of such legislation. You are to give no opinion as 
to whether such legislation would be of benefit in the State of 
Maryland. This is strictly a local matter which should be left 
to the discretion and judgment of the Attorney General of the 
State of Maryland and the Maryland Legislature. 

In addition to the Virginia legislation, you may also 
point out that there is a Federal law dealing with persons who 
go in disguise on a public highway or on the premises of another 
with the intent to prevent the free exercise of rights secured 
under the United States Constitution. This law can be found in

Title 18, United States Code, Section 241. The Bureau has 
primary jurisdiction in enforcing this Section. Prosecutions, 
however, under this statute are extremely limited and its reason 
for passage in 1870 was to prevent the masked terrorism of the 
Ku Klux Klan in the post Civil War era.

The existence of this law is brought to your attention 
merely for purposes of background and information and it is 
not intended to be a substitute for state legislation. You 
are to refrain from offering any opinion that because there 
is such a Federal law that state legislation is unnecessary. 
Offer no opinion in this regard and merely for the purposes of 
background, point out that there i6 such Federal legislation 
over which the Bureau has jurisdiction. 

In addition to the Virginia law, you may point out 
that Chapter 38, Section 12-2 of the Illinois Criminal Code 
of 1961 includes in its definition of aggravated assault, an 
assault committed by a person who is hooded, robed, or masked 
in such a manner as to conceal his identity. In addition, 
some cities in the State of Kentucky have had local ordinances 
related to the wearing of a mask in public places. You may 
refer the representatives of the Maryland State Police to the 
case City of Pineville vs Marshall, Volume 222, Kentucky 
Reports, page 4, which upheld a local regulation prohibiting 
appearing on a street wearing a mask or other disguise. 

Again you are reminded that the above is merely a 
cursory review of some of the local laws prohibiting wearing 
of masks. It is not intended to be a complete analysis of all 
states. You should discreetly point out that the Attorney 
General for the State of Maryland should be in a position to 
have the facilities available to more thoroughly research this 
matter. You are again reminded that you are to offer no opinion 
as to whether such laws are advisable. This material is being 
furnished to you merely for purposes of intelligent discussion 
with the representatives of the Maryland State Police and is 
being offered to them only as lead material for more complete 
research which they or the Office of the Attorney General may 
desire to make.

2. It is suggested that following steps could be 
taken in addition to those suggested by Bureau: 

A. Consideration Should be given to capitalizing on 
the split from the UKA, KKK by the MKKK under XAVIER EDWARDS. 
Anonymous cards could be sent from, for example, "A UKA Klansman" 
to EDWARDS or other MKKK official criticising the organization 
for certain actions or policies. At the same time similar cards 
could be sent to UKA ostaeibly from MKKK members. 

It is felt that many Klansmen are the type who 
readily follow a "strong" leader and that many are probably on 
the fence about which Klan group they would prefer to align 
themselves with. By cultivating distrust and animosity between 
the two groups and other groups such as the ANP through above 
type steps or similar steps it is felt that the effectiveness 
of the individual groups could be hampered. "Propaganda"could be 
mailed anonymously to individual rank and file members-.

The Baltimore Office has a continuing program for 
interviewing members of the United Klans of America, Inc., 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan (OKA) on a selective basis, 
primarily for the purpose of obtaining Informant coverage 
but also for the purpose of pointing out to these individuals 
the hazards of membership in organisations ouch as the UKA 
and the possibilities of being Involved or under suspicion 
of violating both local and state laws. The impression is 
also usually given during these interviews that the FBI is 
aware of the activities of the UKA and its Individual members. 
The Baltimore Office also has established very close liaison 
with and cooperation with intelligence units of the Maryland 
State Police, The Baltimore County Police Department, the 
Baltimore City Police Department, and the Anne Arundel County 
Police Department, as well as with the higher authorities 
within these departments. The Interview program and the 
close cooperation with local and state law enforcement agencies 
has proven to be effective in promoting suspicion within the 
UKA both in Delaware and Maryland. The close cooperation 
between the Baltimore Office and the police agencies also has 
resulted in the disruption of the activities of the National 
States Rights Party (NSRP) in the Maryland area. 

1. Potential Counterintelligence Action 








Continued use of the interview program and the close 
cooperation with police agencies offers a good potential for 
the disruption of the activities of the UKA and the National 
States RightB Party. 
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2. Pending Counterintelligence Action 

The Baltimore Office will continue this interview 
program and close cooperation with police agencies. If the 
opportunity should present Itself to use counterintelligence 
procedures In any other matter, these opportunities will be 
taken. 


3. Tangible Results 

The Baltimore Office conducted a number of simultaneous 
interviews of selected members of the UKA in Delaware. As a 
result, a special meeting was held by the UKA of all individuals 
who were interviewed in an effort to ascertain how the EBI was 
getting its information; however. Informants reports that the 
meeting was not successful in attaining its purpose. Informants 
advised that the Klaverns in Delaware are not active with the 
exception of Klavern Number 3 in Newark. The leader of this 
Klavern remarked at a meeting that dlspite the fact that there 
are supposed to be over 100 members of the Klavern, he doubted 
if he could get more than a few of them out at any one time. 


The Baltimore Office has continued to conduct 
interviews of the members of the UKA in Maryland, although 
these interviews were not conducted simultaneously. Information 
received from informants indicates that these interviews have 
upset many of the people who were interviewed and some of them 
have apparently discontinued their activities in the UKA. 

In the latter part of June, the UKA Klavern at 
Wheaton, Maryland, led by FRANK XAVIER EDWARDS, severed its 
connection with the UKA of Maryland and EDWARDS has set up a 
new organization which has been known as both the Maryland 
Khights of the Ku KLux Klan and the Interstate Klans.

Ab a result of this, the 
police department was able to plan for adequate police 
coverage of the rallies and they also made plana to tape 
speeches made at the rallies. Hie NSRP rallies were held at 
Patterson Park on July 25# 1966, and July 27, 1966, and tapes 
of speeches were made.

The second rally was held on July 29, 1966, and the 
speeches at this rally were taped by a representative of the 
Police Department. At noon on July 28, 1966, a meeting was 
held at Mayor THEODORE R. McKELDIN's office which was attended 
by high police officials and representatives of the various 
legal agencies of the city and state as well as representatives 
of the Parks Department. At this meeting, it was decided that 
the permit granted to the NSRP to hold rallies in the parkB 
would be revoked. The Police Department advised NSRP leaders 
of the decision but the leaders stated that they would ignore 
the decision and hold the rally. 


On the evening of July 28, 1966, the NSRP parked a 
sound truck on the north side of Pattersnn Park and conducted 
a rally. As a result of this rally, there were disturbances 
throughout the immediate area in East Baltimore and there were 
a number of arrests. 


On July 29, 1966, the Baltimore Police Department 
obtained an injunction prohibiting further rallies by the NSRP 
in the public parks as well as in the other public places for 
a period of 10 days. 

On July 29, 1966, the Baltimore City Grand Jury 
returned an indictment against the Reverend CONLEY LYNCH, 
RICHARD B. NORTON, JOSEPH CARROLL, EDWIN FRANCIS HINDLE, and 
PAUL WILLIAM CORDELL. HINDLE and CORDELL are members of the 
UKA. 
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On August 11, 1966, a Judge of the Circuit Court 
of Baltimore City placed a 90-day ban on public rallies by 
the NSRP. The same five individuals were arraigned on 
August 12, 1966 , in Criminal Court on charges of riot and 
conspiracy,"to riot. 



R of the Maryland State 
ust 6, 1966, advised that 

the NSRP had attempted to rent a piece of property at Cedar 
Grove Beach, Dorchester County, Maryland, for a HSRP rally 
and when the owner refused to rent the property, they attempted 
to rent a restaurant in Princess Anne for the 




unsuccessful in renting that property also, 
advised that about 7:00 p.m. on August 6, 196^, 
a rally in front of the Court House in Pi'incess Anne at which 
time the speaker's were JOSEPH CARROLL, J. B. STONER, National 
Director of theNSRP, CONLEY LYNCH, and RICHARD B. NORTON. 

The speeches were anti-Negro and were considered by the 
KairylandState Police and Somerset County officials as highly 
inflammatory. The speeches were taped by a representative of 
the Baltimore County Police Department who was present. 


On August 7 » 1966, a Judge of the First Judicial 
Circuit Court, Somerset County, Maryland, issued an injunction 
enjoining the NSRP from holding any lvxllles in Somerset County 
for a period of 10 days. The court subsequently continued 
the injun&tlon against the NSRP. In delivering the opinion, 
the Judge referred to statements in the rally s p e eches which 
were taped by an officer of the Baltimore County Police 
Department and apparently based the decision onthe content 
of the tapes. 


It Is felt that the activities of this office In 
the interview of the UKA members and through promoting 
cooperation with and between police agencies within 
Maryland with regard to racial matters, this office has 
substantially contributed to the disruption of the UKA in this 
area and to the disruption of the NSRP activities in the 
Maryland area.

§ 3G. Carrying or wearing weapon. 


(a) Carrying concealed or openly with intent to injure; carrying by minors at 
night in certain counties. —Every person who shall wear or carry any pistol, dirk 
knife, bowic knife, switch-blade knife, sling shot, sand dub. metal knuckles, razor, 
or any other dangerous or deadly weapon of any kind, whatsoever (penknives 
without switch blade excepted) concealed upon or about bis person, and every 
person who shall wear or carry any such weapon openly with the intent or pur¬ 
pose of injuring any person in any unlawful manner, shall be guilty of a misde¬ 
meanor, and upon conviction thereof, shall he fined not more than one thousand 
dollars, or be imprisoned in jail, or the Maryland House of Correction for not 
more than two years; and in case of conviction, if it shall appear from the evi¬ 
dence that such weapon was carried, concealed as aforesaid or openly, with the 
deliberate purpose of injuring the person or destroying the life of another, the 
court, or justice of the peace, presiding in the ease, shall impose the highest 
sentence of imprisonment hereinbefore prescribed. In Cecil, Anne Arundel. Tal¬ 
bot, Harford, Caroline, Prince George’s, Montgomery County, Worcester and Kent 
counties it shall also be unlawful and a misdemeanor, punishable as above set 
forth, for any minor to carry any dangerous or deadly weapon between one hour 
after sunset and one hour before sunrise, whether concealed or not, except while 
on a bona fide hunting trip, or except while engaged in or on the way to or re¬ 
turning from a bona fide trap shoot, sport shooting event, or any organized civic 
or military activity.

and concurrent with the said courts having criminal jurisdiction is hereby given

of the State, it shall lie the duty of such justice to commit such alleged offender 
for trial, or to hold him to hail to appear for trial in the court having criminal 
jurisdiction in the ease, at its then or next session, and to return said commit¬ 
ment or recognizance, with the names and residences of the witnesses for the 
prosecution endorsed thereon, forthwith to the clerk of such court; and the justice 
of the peace before whom the accused is brought for trial shall inform him season¬ 
ably of his right to demand a trial by jury.

A source advised on August 12, 1959 that the 
Christian Nationalist Crusade (CNC) was organized in St. 
Louis, Missouri, in 19^7, and moved its headquarters to 
Glendale, California, in 1953* where it continues to be 
located; that from the parent CMC, subsidiary organizations, 
including the Christian Nationalist Party (of America), have 
developed; that these organizations all reflect in their 
literature the imprint of their chief organizer and director 
GERALD L. K. SMITH, whose basic argument has been that this 
nation, traditionally Christian, and racially segregated, is 
threatened uy ‘anti-Christian and racially "mongreliring" 
forces such as communism and internationalism, all dominantly 
motivated by international Jewry which controls this country 
financially and politically; and that these organizations are 
not membership organizations, but represent followers who 
contribute to th^m or subscribe to their literature. 

Although GERALD L. K, SMITH and his associates are not known 
to have appealed to illegal action, the tenor of their 
statements and program Is anti-Semitic, as indirectly 
indicated by the slogan of rhe Christian Nationalist Party, 
announced in 1950, which was "One Faith - One Race - One 
Nation".

This information was originally 
requested by Baltimore for the benefit of the Baltimore 
Police Department, and USA's office, Baltinore, in connection 
with the trial of CHARLES CONLEY LYNCH, RICHARD B. NORTON and 
JOSEPH CARROLL at Baltimore, Maryland for a riot and inciting 
to riot and other charges resultinp. from rallies held bv 
the National States Rights Party (NSRD in Baltimore durinp 
the summer of 1966. At the time these were requested 
it appeared that the State mipht be able to use the 
information in connection with the cross examination of 
CHARLES CONLEY LYNCH. However, at the conclusion of the 
State's presentation of the case, the defense entered 
certain motions for dismissals on constitutional ground and 
did not present an y defense.

The Richmond Division concurs in the Bureau's 
suggestion that the use of the incidents of perversion as 
set forth in referenced Bureau airtel would do irreperable 
injury to the UKA and ANP. 


The files of the Richmond Division are replete 
with incidents and claims ofvnomosexual members of the ANP. 
This apparent weakness could be the logical focal point for 
the ridiculing of the larger groups, namely the UKA. The use 
of the public source information pertaining to the California 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klein (CKKKK) and the Maryland Knights 
of the Ku Klux Klan (MKKKK) could be the first link in the 
intertwining of the groups. The several speeches by GEORGE 
LINCOIN ROCKWELL, Self-styled National Commander of the ANP, 
before Klan groups in the south in the last two years could 
be documented and 'thus showing a further intermingling. 

Added to this could be information pertaining to the use by 
the UKA of records manufactured by ROCKWELL'S group, namely 
"Ship Those Niggers Back" and "We is Non-Violent Niggers". 
These records have been obtained and used by some UKA members. 
Another one of ROCKWELL'S publications used by Klan members 
is his "Boat Ticket to Africa", a small flyer containing 
abusive remarks about the Negroes.

Thus, if the expose could show the various 
relationships between these groups, including the perversionj 
use of each others' publications; intermingling of personnel 
and other facets of mutual actions, including their hatred 
of the Jewish and Negro minorities. No doubt would be left 
in the public's mind that the groups are one and the same 
and the perversion of one is the perversion of all. The 
discredit of the UKA by this means would surely lead to 
infighting between them, with the resultant loss of mentor¬ 
ship and so-called aura of respectability. 

The method of the expose would be subject to 
considerable discussion. The Richmond Division is of the 
opinion that the use of the "National Committee for 
Domestic Tranquility" for such an article might be unseemly. 
This committee heretofore has appeared to be on a high 
plane and this type of article might better be utilized 
in a different manner. It is felt that the suggestion, 
if considered, would have to take an almost final form 
before consideration in the method of distribution, therefore, 
the Richmond Division is not commenting on the method of 
distribution.

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INTRODUCTION 


There is before the State Legislature a bill 
which proposes to outlaw para-military organizations. 

Ihis report has been prepared for the purpose 
of providing information concerning some of the organizations 
that might be affected by such legislation. The report is 
intended to serve as an introduction to the several groups, 
and as such it touches only upon the salient features of 
these organizations. An attempt has been made to keep it a s 
brief as possible, and at the same time to give sufficient 
coverage to acquaint the reader with some of the background, 
ideology, activities, and goals of the organizations. 

It should be emphasized that the organizations 
under examination in this report do not constitute the 
total of the groups which might come within the framework 
of the proposed legislation. These were selected for 
treatment here only because they have been mentioned most 
often in connection with the bill. There are other organiza¬ 
tions and groups which are active in this state at the 
present time which also would be affected.

CALIFORNIA RANGERS 

In many respects this is a continuation of the 
preceding chapter -- an exploration of the relationships 
between the individuals in the NSRP movement with like- 
minded individuals in California engaged in similar pro¬ 
grams of activity. 

In exploring those relationships, attention first 
is directed to the activities of the Reverend Wesley Albert 

svt/Fr 

S mit h-, a resident of Lancaster, California. In 19^5> he 
was identified as a Ku Klux Klan organizer. Following a 
cross-burning incident in the Big Bear area in that year, 
he refused to testify at a State Attorney General’s hearing 
into the matter. From that time, reports have been received 
of Klan organizational activity in the Antelope Valley, and 
Inevitably Swift's name has been mentioned in connection 
therewith. In a recent article appearing in a national 
magazine, he was described as "a former Ku Klux Klan 
rifle-team instructor." Swift is a prolific organizer and 
has been instrumental in launching a complex of groups: 

The California League Against Communism, The Anglo-Saxon 
Christian Congregation, The Christian Defense League, and 
The California Rangers. He was early associated with 
Gerald L. K. Smith, and in 1949 he shared the platform 
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with Smith on a tour of the West Coast. In 1953 he became 
the legal representative of Smith's Christian Nationalist 

Crusade. 

In 19^6, Swift founded a fundamentalist-type 
church called Church of Jesus Christ - Christian, which in 
the past two decades has been developed into a chain of such 
units from Southern California through the Central Valley to 
the San Francisco-Oakland bay area. According to Swift, 
the church extends to other states and overseas. Swift 
uses his pulpit to disseminate his political ideology. 

Named as president of the church's "Eastern 
Conference" is the Reverend Oren Potito who ministers to 
one of the sect's churches in St. Petersburg, Florida. 

He was quoted recently as stating that the church had or¬ 
ganized what he called "guerrilla-warfare units." 

He said, "These 'survival groups' are designed 
to defend the country in case of a take-over. We have 
regular rifle practice, and our members go on maneuvers 
* in Jeeps and boats in difference places in different 
states." 

The Reverend Potito also Is a member of the NSRP, 
and In the fall of 1962 he Joined with other NSRP members 
in Journeying to Oxford, Mississippi to protest against 
James Meredith's enrollment there. He was detained and 
some firearms were confiscated from his car. 
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A long-time associate of Swift's is the Reverend 
Conrad "Connie" Lynch, who served as minister at various of 
the Churches of Jesus Christ-Christian, throughout California 
for a period of ten years. After Lynch was appointed State 
Organizer for the NSRP, he used Swift's churches for organi¬ 
zational meetings, and Swift actively joined in the program 
as a speaker. , 

When Lynch returned to California from Florida .in 
1964, he again associated with Swift in preaching in the 
Church of Jesus Christ-Christian, and in actively promoting 
the program of another of Swift's organisations, the 
Christian Defense League. 

Another long-time associate of Swift's is Colonel 
William P. Gale, U. S. Army (ret), who in World War II 
served under General MacArthur in organizing guerrilla forces 
in the Philippines. His political sights have been aimed at 
the Governorship of California. He was the state chairman 
of the Constitution Party in 1957, and its candidate for 
governor. In 1962 he announced his candidacy for the 
governorship on a platform calling for the abolishment of 
both federal and state income taxes. Reportedly, he now 
aims at another try in the 1966 election by attempting 
to effect a coalition among the so-called extreme right

groups in California and thereby qualifying a new political 
party. 

In the spring 1964, the Colonel took an active 
part in rejuvenating one of Swift‘s organizations, the 
Christian Defense League, when a new financial backer — 

James Oviatt of Los Angeles — provided substantial assist¬ 
ance. While It was enjoying the stimulus provided by the 
"angel’ 1 , CDL started a publication called Christian Defense 
News, the first issue of which listed the CDL Eastern 
Regional Director as being Admiral John G. Crommelin. As 
one of its first steps the CDL sent out letters to "right¬ 
ist" groups in which an invitation was extended to all such 

groups to join with CDL in a "united front", and through 

% 

cooperative effort to ^ain additional strength In the 
accomplishment of common goals, stressing that CDL's purpose 
was to coordinate and render assistance, and not to absorb 
or take over any of the other groups. An inducement was 
added in the form of an offer to provide legal counsel in 
the prosecution of libel and slander actions for all groups 
and members joining with CDL. 

Reportedly, talks were held with leaders of other 
groups, but the results of those talks have not been made 
manifest. Some time thereafter, Mr. Oviatt discontinued 
his support, and the CDL activities were reduced accordingly. 
All reports indicate that Gale is continuing his efforts 
toward achieving some type of coordinating influence among 
the different groups. 
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The Christian Defense League is described in its own 
publications as an organization designed to unite "white Chris¬ 
tians" in opposition to such Negro and Jewish organizations as 
the NAACP, CORE, the Urban League, the American Jewish Congress, 
Anti-Defamation League, and B'Nai B'Rith. The major project of 
the organization has been the compilation and distribution of a 
"Christian Buyer's Guide" which would serve as a directory of 
"white Christian" business firms recommended for patronage by 

"white Christians." The hate credo propounded by this organiz- 

0 

ation has attracted to its ranks some individuals of extreme view¬ 
points, as is Illustrated by the following Incident: 

A Christian Defense League member named William 
H. Garland was arrested on October 30, 1$64, at his home 
In Cucamonga where officers found him to be in possession 
of eight machine guns, of which six were operational, and 
nearly 100 other weapons, including rifles, shotguns, and 
pistols. A barn on the premises was found to be used as 
an ammunition dump for 105mm rockets, incendiary bombs, 
smoke bombs, flares, blasting caps, and thousands of rounds 
of ammunition. Garland’s explanation was that he had 
amassed the arsenal as a "patriot" for the purpose of re¬ 
pelling "invaders". 

His defense In this matter was handled by 
Attorney Bertrand Comparet of San Diego, a Director of 
the Christian Defense League. It might be noted that 
when Conrad Lynch and other NSRP organizers were arrested 
in San Bernardino on February 22, 1963, as a result of 
an altercation with high school students, attorney Comparet 
Joined with the NSRP and KKK attorney, J. B. Stoner of 
Birmingham, Alabama, in handling their defense. 
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In examining the extent of the influence exercised 
by such leaders as Col. William Gale, Rev. Wesley Swift, 

Rev, Conrad Lynch, and others associated with them in this 
movement, it Is helpful to concentrate attention on the 
leadership rather than on the several organizations which 
those leaders utilize for their purposes. The teachings 
and pronouncements of those leaders are largly unchanged 
whether delivered from the pulpit or the speaker's platform, 
^.n^print or on taped messages,and their converts come under 
their influence without regard for’organizational labels. 

Fundamentally, the Ideology propounded by those men Is 
Identical in all major aspects with that of the NSRP,i.e., 
violently anti-Semitic and anti-Negro, with emphasis placed 
upon the need for immediate action. As stated before, Conrad 
Lynch of the NSRP has been a minister In Swift's Church of 
Jesus Christ-Christian, for over ten years, and both have been 
named as being active in the Ku Klux Klan. Col. Gale has 
also preached in Swift's churches, and a few months ago an 
announcement was made concerning organizational plans to 
establish such a church in the San Fernando Valley with the 
Colonel named as minister. 

The slight differences in objectives, purposes, and 
programs of the various organizations which make up the 
combine through which those leaders operate is of less sig¬ 
nificance than the fact that through those organizations 
the leaders propound the one basic Ideology. Membership 
in any of the organizations brings an Individual Into a 


network of considerable size. It has been reported that the 
politically-oriented Christian Defense League and the religious 
Church of Jesus Christ-Christian, serve secondary functions 
of providing a screening process for militant-minded members 
of both to be graduated to the Rangers. Assertedly, the whole 
complex of organizations can be looked upon as consisting of 
an outer circle, an Inner circle, and a center hard core. The 
entire network must be considered In studying the activities 
and the influence wielded by those leaders. 

The purpose of the Rangers is to build an underground 
network for the conduct of guerrilla warfare. Mo reliable figures 
are currently available, but all Information Indicates a small 
membership figure. The training program is said to encompass 
all the different activities which a guerrilla force would be 
called upon to undertake, ranging from Intelligence to actual 
combat. The members assertedly are Instructed to acquire fire¬ 
arms, and to practice in their use. In connection with the ac¬ 
quisition of firearms. It is of interest to take note of the 
following Incident: 

In August 1963, Ranger member, George Joseph 
King, Jr., son of a retired admiral, was arrested in 
the act of selling a 50-caliber machine gun and a 9mm 
British Sten gun to undercover agents whom he had been 
led to believe were Interested in Joining the Rangers. 

That proposed transaction was to be the first of other 
deals in which King had claimed he could produce almost 
unlimited quantities of illegal arms. 

Under Col. Gale’s leadership, some of the recruitment 
effort has been directed toward former military servicemen to 
serve as an organizational nucleus. In furtherance of that 




program, the Colonel in 1963 transferred his American Legion 
membership to the Signal Hill post where he and his follower, 
George Joseph King, Jr., Joined in converting the post into a 
front for the Rangers. The Long Beach Press-Telegram featured 

1 

an expose of the situation. It revealed that the regular post 
meetings were adjourned to listen to speeches by Gale, and that 
many of the Legionnaires had Joined Gale's Rangers, which the 
newspaper described as "a secret guerrilla group composed of 
persons devoted to extremist racial and religious beliefs." 
Acting upon those reports, the California American Legion govern 
ing board conducted a hearing, found the reports to be valid, 
and thereafter in June 1964, revoked the charter of the Signal 
Hill post. 

Returning again to Rev. Swift, it should be noted he 
has purchased over a hundred concealable firearms in the past 
few years. Moreover, he maintains a firing range on his Kern 
County ranch, as well as a reported secret arsenal. 
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COMMENTARY 

This organization is designed as a secret underground 
guerrilla force, yet it is linked with other non-military organ¬ 
izations by a common ideology and leadership. 

The California leaders of the group have intimate 
connections with the Ku Klux Klan, the National States Rights 
Party, the Christian Defense Leage, and the Church of Jesus 
Christ-Christlan. They are associated with these groups both 
in California and in the southern United States. 

It is in this perspective that the activities of the 
Rangers and its leaders must be viewed. 

Reportedly as adherents become more involved in 
the racist ideology of any of the "front 11 organizations, they 
proceed from the mere politically or religiously oriented organ¬ 
izations to the more military. 

Col. Gale has aspired to the governorship of Calif¬ 
ornia. Assertedly he is continuing to cherish this dream. 

Some of his followers have joined such groups as the White Cit¬ 
izens Council reportedly to help effect an eventual amalgamation 
of extremist organizations which will result In the ballot . 
qualification of a new political party In this state. 

Thus, one can conjecture on the establishment of 
a new political group here having as its Inner nucleus a sec¬ 
ret guerrilla force—the Rangers.

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NATIONAL STATES RIGHTS PARTY 

The NSRP is largely a one-man project. Edward R. 

Fields is the guiding spirit of the Party and its authorit¬ 
arian leader. Today Its headquarters Is located in Birmingham, 
Alabama, from which the party organ is issued and the activities 

of half a dozen "state units" directed. NSRP is both anti- 

* 

Negro and anti-Semitic, but it has always considered Jews the 
principal enemy and the Negro civil rights movement merely an 
instrument of a Jewish conspiracy. Fields has never given 
membership figures but claims that NSRP is the third largest 
political party in the United States. That claim has been 
challenged by others. 

In tracing the genesis of this organization, it Is 
found that Fields had a considerable background of experience 
with hate groups before he founded the Party. In 19^6, at the 
age of 14, while a student at Marist College, a prep school in 
Atlanta, Georgia, he joined the Columbians, a fascist storm- 
trooper group led by Emory Burke. (The Columbians, founded in 
post-war Georgia by Ira Jett and Emory Burke, was a para-military 
combat group that actively plotted a take-over of the State of 
Georgia. Following a series of disturbances, Burke and the 
other officers were seized, along with considerable stores of 
arms, ammunition, and explosives--and a list of public officials

and private citizens to be exterminated when the Columbians rose 
to power. Burke was sentenced to three years In prison.) 

Following Burke's conviction. Fields worked on a "Free Emory 
Burke Committee", and was associated closely with his fellow 
committeeman. General George Van Horn Mosely. In 1952, while 
attending law school in Atlanta, Fields joined with a fellow 
student, Jesse B. Stoner, in a paper organization called the 
Christian Anti-Jewish Party. While Stoner continued his studies 
and was ultimately admitted to the Georgia Bar, Fields dropped 
out and attended the Palmer School of Chiropractics in Daven¬ 
port, Iowa, from 1953 until 1956. While there he was active 
in several organizations, then moved to Louisville, Kentucky, 
where he practiced chiropractics. In Louisville, he joined with 
Millard D. Grubbs in the activities of Grubbs' "Citizens Council", 
a white supremacy group. In 1957 he was one of the organizers 
of an anti-Semitic, anti-Negro "Action Group" called the United 
White Party. (One of the other founders was Matt Koehl, former 
leader of the young 'Elite Guard' of the Hitler-emulating 
National Renaissance Party, and who later served as Security 
officer of the National States Rights Party until 1962 when he 
went over to Rockwell's American Nazi Party.) Sometime there¬ 
after the United White Party merged with a segregationist group 
called the States Rights Party, and from that coalition there 
emerged the National States Rights Party in 1958. In its dev- 
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elopment, the NSRP has absorbed several smaller groups. In 
early 1961 the NSRP joined the "Northern European Ring", an 
international fascist group of associations, and was welcomed 
by the British National Party into its "circle of friendship 
and co-operation". 

Turning back to Fields' long-time associate, JesSe B. 
Stoner, it is interesting to note that he had a similar back- 
ground in hate groups. In 19*12, at the age of 18, he was a 
"Kleagle" (organizer) of the Ku Klux Klan group in Chattanooga. 
He later was a member of the Columbians. In 19*J6 he announced 
that he was founding a new party which would out-Hitler Hitler, 
whom he termed a moderate. The Stoner Anti-Jewish Party, which 
proposed to make Judaism a crime punishable by death, received 
5*11 out of 30,000 votes cast in 19*J8 when Stoner ran for Congres 
In 1952, as law students in Atlanta, Stoner joined with Fields 
In changing the name of the Stoner Anti-Jewish Party to the 
Christian Anti-Jewish Party. Later, following the organization 
of the new NSRP, Stoner became its general Counsel, In 1959 
he became Imperial Wizard of the Christian Knights of the Ku 
Klux Klan which opened its official four-state headquarters in 
Louisville, Kentucky, during the summer of that year. Stoner 
continues to publish a small Klan bulletin in Atlanta, as well 
as serving actively in NSRP. 



Originally, the headquarters of NSRP was in Jefferson¬ 
ville, Indiana, at the home of a member. In i960 headquarters 
was moved to Birmingham, Alabama, to a stone building at 1865 
Bessemer Road, which it has continued to occupy to the present 
time. The building was outfitted to resemble a military head¬ 
quarters, decorated with Confederate flags and plaques picturing 

the thunderbolt symbol, and including a bunkroom for members. 

* 

It was at that time that Fields reconstructed NSRP along more 
military lines. The thunderbolt symbol continued to be used 
—the symbol formerly used by the Columbians--and a flag was 
adopted which consisted of the Confederate Stars and Bars with 
a lightening bolt super-imposed over it. A Party uniform was 
designed consisting of white shirt, black tie, Sam Browne belt, 
and black trousers, and with armbands bearing the thunderbolt 
design. For a time the military discipline at headquarters 
was reportedly almost as strict as that maintained by Rockwell's 
Nazis, but apparently that was relaxed as time went on. 


The Party creed and objectives may be gleaned from the 

following excerpts from the Preamble to the Party's constitution: 

"We of the National States Rights Party believe in the 
Christian heritage of our people, the White Race and 
the Nation which the Whiteman created out of the 

wilderness of this continent.We believe In the 

principles laid down by our forefathers In the United- 
States Constitution and the Bill of Rights contained 

therein.We will not allow the blood of our people 

to be polluted with that of black, yellow, or mongrel 
peoples.All that is patriotic, good, clean, and 
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decent springs forth from the foundations of bur White 

folk.We dedicate ourselves to the task of saving 

America and the White Race and the preservation of the 
pure blood of our forefathers, so that all future 
generations which come after us will be born as White 
children with a creative intelligence that will 
strengthen our civilized influence over the world for 
the good of all mankind." 

As Fields has frequently written in the Party organ, 
"The Thunderbolt", the Party's objectives would be accomplished 
by mass deportations of members and descendants of "mongrej 1 races 
and with reference to those who declined to leave: "Later on 
the country would have to be purified." Those wholesale deport¬ 
ations would be accompanied by confiscation of the property of 
the deportees. 

Fiftieth issue anniversary of The Thunderbolt of April 
1963: "Our Party, upon being elected to national power, 

will deport the Jews to Madagascar and confiscate their 
ill-gotten wealth for the benefit of the American People. 
When the Jews are gone, we Americans will own rich 
America. We want our money back. The Jews have our 
money and we want it back. When we get it back, we 
will enjoy a genuine and lasting prosperity, with plenty 
for all." 


As a political party, NSRP files quarterly financial 
reports with the Clerk of the House of Representatives. In 1961 
its reported income totalled $15,555 with expenditures of 
$14,209. The 1963 report showed an increase—$44,201 income, 
offset by expenditures of $42,828. Fields' salary was shown 
to have risen from $300 per month in 1961 to $550 per month in 
1963. The only other salaried position listed was that of 
associate editor. 
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In its political activity, the Party has consistently 
supported candidates whose ideologies were in consonance with 
that of the Party. It has supported the well-known racist 
Admiral John G. Crommelin in his many unsuccessful tries for 
political office. Prior to the last national election, a series 
of articles in The Thunderbolt, advanced as candidate for pres¬ 
ident, John Kasper, and for vice-president, NSRP attorney J. B. 
Stoner. (Kasper at that time was an automobile dealer In Nash¬ 
ville, Tennessee. He was the founder and "director" of the 
Seaboard White Citizens Councils. This group, which was not 
affiliated with the federated Citizens Councils of America, was 
described as a Hitler-Inspired movement to deport Negroes and 
de-citizenize Jews. Kasper served three Jail terms for leading 
rioting against school Integration in Clinton and Nashville, 
Tennessee.) The proposed platform of the candidates encom¬ 
passed the complete program of the NSHP; purifying America 
through deportation of Negroes and other inferior races and the 
confiscation of Jewish wealth. 

The NSRP has qualified in several Southern states as 
a political party, although much of its program appears to be 
devoted to that of a racist "Action Group". Some understanding 
of its activities can be gleaned from the following samplings: 


On October 12, 1958, a Jewish synagogue was 
dynamited in Atlanta, Georgia. Five men were subseq¬ 
uently arrested for the crime, and all five were ident¬ 
ified as members of the NSRP. Those charged were tried 
and acquitted. 

In the fall of 1962 seven NSRP members travel 
ed to Oxford, Mississippi, to Join the protest against 
James Meredith's enrollment in the University. Some 
firearms were confiscated from the automobile belonging 
to one of the men. 

In 1963 during the period of Birmingham's 
integration of schools and lunch counters, the NSRP * 
was much in the forefront. NSRP members staged demon¬ 
strations, held rallies, and distributed thousands 
of leaflets and "Bulletins". Fields and other NSRP 
leaders addressed rallies and participated in demon¬ 
strations. 


On September 15* 1963* a Baptist Church in 
Birmingham was dynamited and four children killed. 
Among the suspects arrested in connection with the 
bombing were a NSRP member, a Klansman, and another 
individual. All were charged with illegal possession 
of dynamite, fined, and sentenced to six months prison 
terms. 


In September 1963* seven members of NSRP, in¬ 
cluding Fields and Stoner, were indicted by a Federal 
grand Jury on a charge o.f conspiring to interfere with 
the Federal Court's desegregation order. In February 
196^, the cases were dismissed. 

On July 23* 1964, in St.Augustine, Florida, 
warrants were issued for the arrest of four men accused 
of burning a cross on private property. Those named in 
the warrant were two Klan leaders, NSRP member Conrad 
Lynch, and NSRP attorney J. B. Stoner. 


The NSRP has been intensely active in Its opposition 
to the desegregation issue, and has been a storm center in the 
.Negro civil rights movement. In the summer and fall of 1963* 
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It played a particularly active role in agitational action 
in northern Florida, which added to the build-up of racial 
tensions which later exploded in St.Augustine. In early summer 
of that year there returned to NSRP headquarters from California 
where he had acted as State Organizer, a firebrand by the name 
of Conrad "Connie" Lynch. Lynch, a self-ordained. Fundamental¬ 
ist-type preacher, had a particular talent for rousing strong 
emotions In audiences. That talent was utilized by the NSRP 
and Ku Klux Klan attorney, J. B. Stoner, who teamed with 
Lynch In touring the northern part of Florida for the purpose 
of revitalizing the Klan in that area. They held recruiting 
meetings throughout September and October In what was termed 
a highly successful tour. Then in the following June when the 
racial tensions reached a crisis at the time the Reverend Martin 
Luther King went to St.Augustine to spark the Negro Integration 
program there, Stoner and-Lynch appeared on the scene to set 
off the explosion. By his nightly haranguings In the Slave 
Market, Lynch was credited with agitating the mobs to much 
of the bloody violence that took place In that city over a 
period of several days. Subsequently, the Florida Senate appoint¬ 
ed an Investigating Committee to conduct Inquiry Into the Situ¬ 
ation, and the Committee report to the Legislature pointed to 
Lynch's appearances In St.Augustine's Slave Market, describing 
him as "accomplished at whipping a crowd Into a riotous con¬ 
dition." 
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The August 1962 Issue of the Thunderbolt announced 
the appointment of James P. Thornton as the California State 
Organizer Tor the NSRP. Thornton made a slow start by estab¬ 
lishing a headquarters at his home in Garden Grove, California, 
and by distributing the Party literature at meetings of other 
organizations and holding small organizational meetings. Prom 
his contacts with the local American Nazi group, Robert Lee 
Lewton was influenced to leave the Nazi Party and Join with 
Thornton in NSRP by becoming editor of the Party's local pub¬ 
lication called "The Attack". 

In early 1963 Thornton was named as State Director, 
Robert Lewton as Deputy Director, and the aforementioned Conrad 
Lynch as State Organizer. This shifting was apparently made 
In an effort to vitalize the movement In this State. Robert 
Barber was made District Director of Kern County; and Newman 
Britton was named to two posts, that of District Director of 
San Bernardino and of Security Division Chief of Staff. The 
Britton brothers operated a plastering contractors business 
in San Bernardino, and they reportedly employed Lynch In some 
capacity. 

Thereafter, organizational meetings were held in various 
localities in Southern California. Those were spirited meetings 
at which Conrad Lynch delivered impassioned diatribes against 
the Jews and Negroes, and his vehement outpourings were matched 
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by those of Neuman Britton. A contrast was afforded by the 
low-keyed pitch of Thornton. The NSRP uniforms, banners, 
and Bymbols were much in evidence at those meetings. 

The chain of churches called Church of Jesus Christ 

Christian headed by the Reverend Wesley Swift, and also the 

Open Bible Foundation Church in Bellflower presided over by 

the Reverend George Rigler, were used, among other meeting 

places, in that organizational drive. NSRP's The Thunderbolt, 

in urging its readers to attend those churches, described 

Rigler as "one of the best speakers on the Israel Identity 

Message." Conrad Lynch had for many years previously been 

associated with the Reverend Wesley Swift as a preacher in 

Swift's churches. In fact, it was an incident following 

such a meeting in Lynch's own assigned ministry, the Church 

% 

of Jesus Christ Christian at 253 Cajon Boulevard, San Bern¬ 
ardino, that marked a turning point in NSRP's activities in 
this State. On February 22, 1963* at the conclusion of the 
meeting, several of the uniformed NSRP members repaired to a 
nearby coffee shop where they became involved in a quarrel 
with some high school students. The quarrel developed into 
a physical altercation in which one of the students was 
wounded by a pellet fired from a pellet gun assertedly in 
the hands of one of the NSRP men. Neuman Britton and his 
brother, Rufus R. Britton, were subsequently found guilty 
in a Jury trial on charges of disturbing the peace and 
battery, and Conrad Lynch of disturbing the peace. 
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That incident marked the end of the organizational 
drive, and when Lynch was removed from his post as State 
Organizer by Fields because of his emotional extremism, and 
when Thornton moved to Birmingham to work at Party head¬ 
quarters, the NSRP movement in this State came to a halt. 
Thornton became Associate Editor of The Thunderbolt until 
he quarreled with Fields, and thereafter he Joined with 
other NSRP apostates in forming a new and rival organization 
called the American States Rights Party. The Chairman was 
named as James R. McDaniel, Sr., and the Information Director, 
Jerry Dutton, both ex-members of NSRP. The house organ of 
ASRP is entitled "The White American", and is an expensive, 
two-color tabloid published in Birmingham, Ala. The ASRP 
is also semi-military in its makeup. Its officers are 
listed according to military rank, and it too has a party 
uniform, white shirt with black embroidered shoulder tabs 
and black collar tabs, and black trousers. Thornton visited 
California in November 1964, seeking to enlist a State 
organizer, but from the silence following his visit It can 
be concluded that his quest was unproductive. 

The NSRP has Just recently taken a step aimed at 
another organizational attempt In California. The Party 
organ announced the appointment of Terrel R. Eddy to the 
post of State Chairman of the California Division of NSRP. 
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Following that announcement, Eddy sent out a mineographed 
letter bearing the date of January 29, 1965, addressed to 
M NSRP Friends and Supporters" soliciting funds for financing 
the start of a California unit. The mailing address of the 
new State Chairman was given as Box 173^3, San Diego, Calif¬ 
ornia. 

About three weeks later, Conrad Lynch and Neuman 
Britton made application to the City of San Bernardino for 
the use of the Civic Auditorium in fiat city for a meeting 
to be held under the joint sponsorship of the NSRP and the 
Christian Defense League. (The latter organization is one 
of the Rev. Wesley Swift's fronts described in the following 
chapter.) Other reports recently received give clear in- 

t 

dication that the NSRP is again conducting an organizational 
drive in this State, and that except for the naming of a new 
State Chairman, the organizational work will be conducted 
by the same individuals as before. Thus, the direct con¬ 
nection between the NSRP and the Rev. Wesley Swift combine 
will continue. 
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Fields, the man who heads this organization, and 
his close associate, Stoner, both served what might be 
termed apprenticeships in their chosen field of activity 
through their memberships in the Columbians. The Columbians, 
it should be remembered, were not Just another hate group 
of agitators, they were a band of insurrectionists engaged 
in a conspiracy to violently overthrow the government of 
the State of Geoi’gia. It is of no small significance that 
the symbol of the NSRP was borrowed directly from the 
Columbians. Of more compelling significance is the fact 
that a close relationship was maintained with Emory Burke, 
the Columbians' leader, until it was ended, at least tem¬ 
porarily, by a quarrel in January 1963* 

After serving three years in prison, Burke was 
released in 1949, and some time thereafter he worked for 
Gerald L. K. Smith's Christian Nationalist Crusade. In 
1958 he worked for Admiral Crommelin in the Georgia guber¬ 
natorial campaign of that year. In that year also he was 
named ss "Advisor" to NSRP. In August 1962, he was appointed 
to the post of President of the "Patriotic National Center 
and School of Racial Studies and Leadership Training." 

That was a NSRP school located in Montgomery, Ala., which 
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opened the following month to be a headquarters for the 
youth sections of all NSRP units, housed in a building con¬ 
taining classrooms and a dormitory. In addition to that 
post, Burke was named director of the NSRP's speakers’ 
bureau. He was honored by being Issued NSRP membership 
Card #1. Following a close and long-time association, he 
quarreled with one of the Party's other officers, and. accord¬ 
ing to The Thunderbolt, "....resigned to establish a one- 
man group of his own." It is not known whether or not the 
breach has been healed, but It was the continuing relation¬ 
ship itself which is of significance in this study. 

There is the relationship of the NSRP with the Ku 
Klux Klan which is publicly established, and which requires 
no further elaboration. The program of activities which 
the Party conducted in connection with the Negro civil rights 
movement in the South, and which was briefly touched upon 
in this chapter, also speaks for Itself. 

The California Senate Factfinding Subcommittee 
on Un-American Activities in its Twelfth Report, 1963* gave 
some coverage to NSRP's organizational activities in early 
1963» and reported this conclusion: "This organization Is,. 
In our opinion, more potentially dangerous than any of the 
American Nazi groups, as It is interested In activities that 
are far more vigorous and direct than the picketing that 
has become so popular in this country during the past few 
years."

Dr. Wesley A. Swift, Lancas¬ 
ter pastor mentioned in a Cal¬ 
ifornia attorney general’s report 
as organizer of the California 
Rangers, branded the report 
last night as "designed to stir 
up as much hysteria as poss¬ 
ible to support passage of Sen¬ 
ate Bill 1S4." 

The report to the State Senate 
Justiciary Committee charged 
lht.t Dr. Swift organized t h e 


California League Against Com¬ 
munism, Anglo-Saxon Christian 
Congregation, Christian Defense 
League and California Rangers. 

The report claimed that the 
Rangers were being formed into 
a “secret guerrilla force." 

“I deny that 1 had anything 
to do with organizing the Cal¬ 
ifornia Rangers,” Dr. Swift 
told The Daily Lcdgcr-Gazctle 
in an interview. “We are not 







. 
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repudiating that organization, . 
but I did r.ot organize it and am ' 
not a member, and it isn’t an 
army.” 

The California Rangers, D r. 
Swift said, was an organization 
formed “as a Civilian Defense 
group and chartered by the 
state for that purpose. As far as 
1 know, it hasn't existed for 
several years." 

Dr. Swift said he had not read 
the 97 - page report of the at¬ 
torney general. Its purpose was 
to stir hysteria in support of 
SB 1S4, a bill relating to pari- 
military organizations, he 
charged. 

Under the terms of that biii, 
Dr. Swift said, “If any two or 
more persons, other than state 
militia, associate or assemble 
for the purpose of practising 
with weapons or receiving and 
giving instructions in their use, 
as a pari-military organization, 
they woutd be punishable by im¬ 
prisonment in jail for not more 
than one year or a fine of not 
more than $1,000, or both.” 

Dr. Swift declared that t h e 
bill states that "even ROTC 
units or veterans organizations 
would have to have the express 
consent of the governor to prac¬ 
tice or to give instructions in the 
handling of firearms." 

He went on to state his posi¬ 
tion that as a sportsman, a 
hunter, “One might be with ar.y 
nu mber n f friends and still be 
subject to arrest." ’ 
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' .-Hc-od*ed, “How are'ynu'Etr 
ing to interpret what is a pari- 
military group?" 

To charges that he was an or- 
' ganizer of dangerous right-wing 
groups, Dr. Swift said: 

' “1 am president of a Chris¬ 

tian church convention in the 
Western states. We have con- 
I gregations ail over the nation. 
None of these churches has any 
association with any political 
organization. 

“I am not a member of any 
of the groups mentioned by the 
attorney general with the excep¬ 
tion of the Christian Defense 
League. 

"The Christian Defense Lea¬ 
gue," he explained, “is not a 
military organization. It is a

“I do not belong to the Min- 
utemen, the California Rangers 
or the National States Rights 
party. j 

"I am anti - Black Muslim,! 
anti - Communist. Years ago, l| 
was selected chairman of thej 
California Anti- Communist Lea-: 
gue, and conducted seminars' 
all over the country. I testified 
before internal security subcom- 
'mittees in Washington and sup¬ 
ported strong immigration laws. 

“I don't support the Nazis in 
any way. 

*'I am a conservative Repub¬ 
lican with a long record of Re¬ 
publican activity. There is' no 
other party with which I have 
any connection. 

“This report that any of these 
organizations used our church¬ 
es for assembly for recruiting 
memberships Is fictitious. 

“Whereas, we have no associ¬ 
ation with any of these military 
organizations, we are not re¬ 
pudiating any of them except 
those of a leftist naturS^Hiid-tiie 
Nazis. 


“As fa r as our own progra m 
is concerned, I speak as a cit¬ 
izen to patriotic groups all over 
the country. I've met leaders 
from all the conservative move¬ 
ments over the U.S. None of 
those I have met want to over¬ 
throw the government, either 
federal or state. 

“I have never beheld any mil¬ 
itary activity among any o f 
these patriotic groups. 

“I believe that the nation fac¬ 
es some very turbulent situa¬ 
tions from the Communists and 
some of the more violent 'negro 
organizations influenced by the 
Communists. I think that the 
numbers of left-wing organiza¬ 
tions are great enough to tax 
the ability of the law enforce¬ 
ment officers to preserve law, 
order and the public safety. 

“As a citizen, I think each 
home should be prepared to de¬ 
fend itself against the possibil¬ 
ity of such an emergency. I be¬ 
lieve all able-bodied Americans 
should be prepared to support 
their law enforcement groups 
in putting down this type of 
menace. 

“I note, however, there seams 
to be a hysteria among many 
of the liberal political leaders 
in federal and state govern¬ 
ments, who seem to be most in¬ 
terested in disarming the indi¬ 
vidual American citizen. 

"I don't belong to these or¬ 
ganizations (referred to by the 
attorney general), but former 
U.S. Attorney Gen. Robert 
Kennedy stated that the Min- 
utemen were not an illegal or¬ 
ganization. The Bill of Rights 
guarantees the right of the cit¬ 
izen to have, hold and bear 
arms and to form well regulat¬ 
ed militia.” 

Dr. Swift said a hearing on 
SB 184 was held last night on 
short notice in Sacramento and 
he was unable to attend the 
hearing. Organizations such as 
the National Rifle Association 
were concerned with this and 
other proposed legislation which 
might jeopardize the right of a 
citizen to have personal weap¬ 
o n?. he u nderstood. _ 
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eluding four officers, before the disturbance could be controlled. Poui 
of the picketing Nazis were arrested. They were Leonard Holstein, I.yl. 
McLaughlin, William Krauss, and Marvin Reeves. The fifth, Clifford- 
IIuss, surrendered to police the following day. 

In January of this year three members of an Oakland motorcycle 
club known as Hell’s Angels were arrested for rape and possession ot 
marijuana. At their headquarters was found a Swastika flag, material 
praising Hitler, and a supply of pornographic literature. Police r. 
ported the existence of Hell's Angels Motorcycle Clubs at Martinez. 
Richmond,’ Vallejo and probably in Southern California, but are con- 
vinccd there is no real connection between them and the fifty-member 
Oaklaud unit.. No evidence of pro-IIitler or Nazi inclination has been 
reported in connection with any of the other clubs of the same name. 


National States Rights Party 

The National States Rights Party has recently appeared in Southern 
California. It originally seemed to be a truly national organization, 
and we have since verified the fact that its headquarters are situated 
in Birmingham, Alabama. This organization is, in our opinion, more 
potentially dangerous than any of the American Nazi groups, as it i> 
interested in activities that are far more vigorous and direct than the 
picketing that has become so popular in this country during the past 
few years. 

On Friday, February 8, 1963, the National States Rights Party bold 
an open meeting in the South Room of the Embassy Auditorium in 
Los Angeles. The eighty-six people who comprised the audience were, 
addressed by Neuman R. Britten, Wesley- Swift, James Thornton uud 
James Bretner. Conrad Lynch was 'lcleiiTTftcd as the State Organizer, 
James Thornton as California Director and James Bretner as Stale 
Chaplaiu. Wesley Swift was the first speaker, and declared that his 
organization paid no attention to laws; that it would decide which 
meetings would be broken up, and that no one could ever break up a 
National States Rights meeting. As he spoke, five members of the 
Security Division, large young men in blue uniforms, stood at tbeir 
stations about the room. This security unit is headed by Neuman Brit- 
.ten. Behind the speaker’s dais was an American flag and the N.S.R.P. 
banner, a Confederate flag on which was superimposed a thunder¬ 
bolt. Neuman Britten declared that he could eliminate all Negroes ami 
Jews "without batting an eye;” James Thornton said that both Com¬ 
munism and Capitalism had been organized by Jews and maintained 
that the N.S.R.P. was not oi^ly growing rapidly, but would carry timb¬ 
er usade "... against the enemies, the Jews, and their stooges right 
into their own homes;” James Bretner advised the audience to . 
get you.some guns.” 

As the meeting ended, a minor scuffle occurred when one of the 
N.S.R.P. members recognized Lionel Rolfc, People’s World reportd 
who had been taking notes. Both Rolfe and the young lady who accom¬ 
panied him (a TJ.C.L.A. student) were threatened with injury if they 
came to another N.S.R.P. meeting. The People’s World published an 
account of this affair in its Issue for February 15, but neglected to give 
the name of its reporter. 
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Near the little community of Devore in San Bernardino County on 
Friday evening, February 22, 1963, the N.S.R.P. held another meeting. 
Its attempts to secure halls from the local Grange and Veterans of 
Foreign Wars were rejected when the nature of the organization be¬ 
came known. This meeting also generated raw race haired. Conrad 
Lynch said the San Bernardino County Sheriff’s Office had been sub¬ 
jected to Jewish pressure that caused the Grange and the V.F.W. to 
refuse use of their facilities. James Thornton attacked the Commu¬ 
nists. James Britten, who wore the N.S.R.P. uniform of black or dark 
blue shirt and trousers, black Sam Browne belt, helmet liner and arm 
band with the lhunderbolt device, gave a particularly vicious and 
menacing address, threatening violence to anyone who presumed to 
interfere with this organization’s program. He was followed by his 
brother Rufus, who also wore the N.S.R.P. uniform and whose remarks 
were somewhat more moderate but nevertheless bristling with slurring 
references to “Niggers, Jews, Reds, and Latin-Americans.” 

Paul Walker, of Ontario, made some brief remarks and announced 
that he was in the pi'oeess of starting a chapter in his city. lie wore a 
white shirt with white shoulder straps edged iu black, a Sam Browne 
belt and dark trousers. 

Neuman R. Britten spoke next, and made the most dynamic, vicious, 
hate-filled talk of the evening. His venomous abuse of Negroes, Jews 
and Communists was uttered with vehemence aud anger. 

James Thornton, who does not spenk with the same heavy Southern 
accent as the others, exercised more self-control aud seemed to hold 
an authoritative position iu the organization. He spent much time 
conferring with Conuie C. Lynch, State Organizer, who was overheard 
to say that when he came to California from the South he intended to 
remain for only two weeks, but found he was so badly needed to 
organize the movement iu California that he stayed several months. 

After the February 22ud meeting Lynch, Rufus and Neuman Brit¬ 
ten, Donald B. Delano, 20, aud Michael Hitchens, 20, stopped for 
coffee at a Highland Avenue cafe in San Bernardino. Some of them 
were still wearing their uniforms, and they were accosted by Emilio 
Parker, 17, and other unfriendly teenagers. A fight eusued, and some¬ 
one wounded Parker with a pellet-gun. The N.S.R.P. members were 
arrested and Neuman and Rufus Britteu, who are in the plastering 
business in San Bernardino, were found guilty of battery and disturb¬ 
ing the peace and fined $500. Lynch, who is employed by the Brittens, 
was fined $200 for disturbing the peace. The three have declared that 
they will appeal the case. Donald Delano is a student at the Riverside 
campus of the University of Califoruia, and Michael Hitchens attends 
Santa Ana Junior College. 

The National States Rights Party distributes two publications, At¬ 
tack, which deals with California matters principally, aud Thunderbolt, 
published in Birmingham, Alabama, by the national organization. 

We have found no connection between the N.S.R.P. and Rockwell’s 
American Nazi Party; nor have we found any connection with the 
Los Angeles group led by Leonard Holstciu. During the past two years 
there has been an epidemic of bombings, swastikas smeared on syna- 
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gogiies, campaigns of abusive telephone calls and active aats of violence. 
Whether or not these outrages can be attributed to any of the organiza¬ 
tions mentioned above, we are unable to say, as police investigation 
has as yet failed to establish the responsibility for these acts. 

Meetings of the National States Rights Party are conducted on a high 
emotional pitch, at which Neuman Britten is especially adept. He 
arouses his audiences to frenzies of hatred as he exhorts them to “pick 
up the fallen banner of Nazism," and urges a fascist American govern¬ 
ment to wrest the nation from domination by “Niggers, Communists 
and Jews." Speaker after speaker at these affairs has bluntly threatened 
and advocated the use of immediate physical violence, and the audiences 
are composed of many young men of the type wjio appear susceptible 
to this combination of hatred and violence. 

In our last report we described the anti-Semitism that existed at 
Elsinore. It still exists, although extremists of both Right and Left 
are far less active than they were in 1959 and 1960. An example of 
the persistent bitterness in this community is seen in the account 
published in the Riverside Daily Enterprise on November 10, 1962, 
relating bow Loyd Louge and William Butler were fined and placed 
on probation for attempting to forcibly disrupt facilities at the El¬ 
sinore Democratic Headquarters to prevent the telecasting of election 
returns. 

A chapter of the John Birch Society has been formed in Elsinore 
since our 1961 report appeared, and many of the persons of a pro- 
Communist persuasion mentioned therein (some of whom appear on 
CLIC and CCPAF mailing lists)' are attributing all of the local 
troubles on what they term secret units of the John Birch Society. 

It would have been difficult to find groups of people more diligent, 
emotional and bitter than the few persons who were largely responsible 
for the situation at Elsinore that we described in 1961. On one side 
a haudful of salf-appointed investigators who operated without 
authority and with complete irresponsibility and lack of restraint. On 
th£ other side were a few persistent Communist front activists, equally 
irresponsible and emotional. Caught in the valleys of cross-fire between 
these two tiny factions were large numbers of liberals and conserva¬ 
tives who were wholly innocent of radicalism of any variety. Some 
of the members of these two factions are still residing in Elsinore, and 
just so long as they can continue to attack each other from concealed 
positions, the unsettled condition in this little community will con¬ 
tinue to exist. 

THE MOCK TRIAL 

We received an official copy of a resolution passed by the 23rd Dis¬ 
trict Americanism Commission, Los Angeles Council of the American 
Legion, shortly before our 1961 report went to the printer, and we 
reproduced it on pages 84-86 thereof. It was signed by Mr. William B. 
Hillman, Adjutant. 

The resolution stated, in effect, that on December 2, 1960, some 
mock trials were held by Drs. George Korber and James Lien at Long 
Beach State College for the benefit of their classes, wherein the stu¬ 
dents were given the clear impression that the House Committee on

In October, I960, LEONARD HOLSTEIN was made a member 
of the American Nazi Party (AMP) by the national headquarters 
of that group as a result of his leading a picket line pro¬ 
testing the marriage of a Negro to a Caucasian. At that time 
HOLSTEIN told the Los Angeles Police Department he was in 
complete accord with the thinking of GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL, 
National ANP leader. He said he, HOLSTEIN, Is trying to wake 
up the people to what is going on; that the Jewish-owned press 
and radio would not let the people know the truth. 

On March 7* 1962, GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL advised 
a Special Agent of the Federal Bureau of Investigation that 
HOLSTEIN was one of his leaders in Los Angoles. 

At a press conference on May 2, 1963* in Los Angeles, 
California, RALPH PERRY FORBES stated he is a lieutenant in the 
ANP and the ninth-ranking.officer of the organization. He stated 
he arrived in Los Angeles May 1, 1963* to take charge of the 
party's headquarters in the Los Angeles area, which has control 
over party activities in the Southwestern United States. 

^GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL arrived in Los Angeles on 
May 6, 1963* and was photographed by the local press with 
RALPH PERRY FORBES. ROCKWELL was quoted by the press as saying 
he came to Los Angeles because of the arrest of five members of 
the ANP as a result of an altercation at the Shrine Auditorium 
on April 28, 1963* where a Salute to Israel rally was being 
held. He was also quoted as stating local headquarters were to 
be established in California.

In his book "This Time The World," copyrighted in 
1961, George Lincoln Rockwell identified himself as Commander, 
American Nazi Party of the World Union of Free Enterprise 
National Socialists (ANP - WUFENS), Arlington, Virginia.

The April 4, 1963 issue of "The Richmond News Leader," 
a Richmond, Virginia daily newspaper, reported that George 
Lincoln Rockwell had, on the previous day, again applied for 
the American Nazi Party to be chartered in the State of 
Virginia, but this request was turned down by the Virginia 
State Corporation Commission. This action was taken pursuant 
to an act of the 1962 Virginia Assembly which prohibits use 
of "Nazi" or "National Socialism" in a Virginia charter. 

This article further pointed out that Rockwell's party is 
presently chartered in the State of Virginia as the George 
Lincoln Rockwell Party. 

On August 14, 1964, a source advised that the ANP - 
WUFENS was organized by George Lincoln Rockwell at his residence 
in Arlington, Virginia, on February 26, 1959, as an international 
"National Socialist" movement based on the German Nazi Party 
headed by Adolf Hitler. He added that Rockwell is the dominant 
force and personality in this party; that he is espousing a 
"line" of hatred against the Jews and Negroes; and that he 
is seeking, through speeches, distribution of literature and 
picketing, to establish a cohesive and dominant political 
party in the United States and in foreign countries. 

According to the "Stormtrooper's Manual," an 
official publication of the ANP, the phases of ANP struggle 
for power are fourfold, namely, first "to make ourselves known 
to the masses;" second "the dissemination of our program and 
the truth about the Party;" third "organizing the people who 
have been converted to our propaganda;" and fourth "the 
attainment of power through the voters of the newly-won masses."

The source stated that the meeting was 
presided over by V»e3ley Albert Swift and that approximately 
thirty-eight members were Inducted. The source stated that 
Swift explained to those present that the organization wa3 
actually the Ku KLux Klan, but since the IQan was regarded 
as illegal, they would call themselves the Christian Knights 
of the invisible Empire. 

According to the source. Swift explained the objec¬ 
tives of the organization as being to preserve the Constitution 
of the United States and the white race and to fight communism. 
Members of this organization were issued cloth robes and white 
hoods with eye holes, the robes bearing on the breast a round 
blue shield and encircling a red cross. Members were urged 
to wear sidearns to all meetings.

A source advised on August 12, 1959 that the 
Christian Nationalist Crusade (f5NC) was organized in St. 

Louis, Missouri, in 19^7, and moved its headquarters to 
Glendale, California, in 1953* where it continues to be 
located; that from the parent CMC, subsidiary organisations, 
including the Christian Nationalist Party (of America), have 
developed; that these organizations all reflect in their 
literature the imprint of their chief organizer and director 
GERALD L. K. SMITH, whose basic argument has been that this 
nation, traditionally Christian, and racially segregated, is 
threatened by anci-christian end racially "mongreliring" 
forces such as communism and internationalism, all dominantly 
motivated by international Jewry which controls this country 
financially and politically; and that these organizations are 
not membership organizations, but represent followers who 
contribute to them cr subscribe to their literature. 

Although GERALD L„ K. SMITH and his associates are r.ot known 
to have appealed to illegal action, the tenor of their 
statements and program is anti-Semitic, as indirectly 
indicated by the slogan of she Christian Nationalist Party, 
announced in 1950, Which was "One Faith - One Race - One 
Nation 1 '. 

"The Cross and The Flag" is the copyrighted monthly 
official organ of the Christian Nationalist Crusade and Party 
(National Political Committee), Post Office Box 27895, Los 
Angelos 27, California, published by GERALD L. K. SMITH and 
edited by CHARLES F. ROBERTSON at 1200 South Central Avenue, 

Glendale, California. 
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"MINUTEMEN" 


The "MINUTEMEN" was organized in June, i960. Its 
present headquarters are Norborne, Missouri, and ROBERT B. 
DePUGH, Norborne, Missouri, is the national coordinator. 
Statements by DePUGH and literature distributed by the 
organization indicate its purposes to be the resistance and 
exposure of the spread of Communist influence within the 
United States; for the formation of guerilla or underground 
organization to combat the troops of any foreign powers which 
might eventually occupy this country; and resist passage of 

laws which would regulate private ownership of firearms.

The Kansas City Star Newspaper, has on numerous 
occasions, carried various articles concerning DePUGH and 
the "MINUTEMEN" wherein it was stated that members of the 
organization participate in maneuvers utilizing guerilla 
tactics with machine guns, mortars, grenades and other 
firearms. 


On January 30, 1964, DePUGH stated the "MINUTEMEN" 
as an organization does not buy or store arms or ammunition. 
He said the Individual members of the organization maintain 
arms and ammunition, which is their constitutional right. 
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NATIONAL STATES RIGHTS PARTY (NSRP) 

On November 26, 1957# a source advised that the 
United White Party (UWP) was organised .'at a convention held 
in Knoxville, Tennessee, on November 10, 1957. An article 
in November 26, 1957# issue of the "Greenville Piedmont", 
a newspaper of Greenville, South Carolina, reported "the 
recent formation of a new political party to be known as the 
United White Party." According to the article, the party 
was formed at a recently held meeting In Knoxville, Tennessee, 
at which many klansmon were represented. The UWP was reported 
as being opposed to all "race mixing organizations and indi¬ 
viduals" . 

The July, 1958, issue of Vlhe Thunderbolt," self- 
described as the "official Facial Nationalist Organ of the 
National States Rights Party", reported that rank and file 
"States Rightors" had merged with the UWP under "the banner 
of the National States Rights Party", with national offices 
at Post Office Box 2ol, Jeffersonville, Indiana. 

In November, 1958, a source advised that the NSRP 
is composed of past members of klan-type organizations and 
notorious anti-Semites. 

Issue Number 19, dated June, i960, "The Thunderbolt", 
announced the address of the headquarters of the N3RP had 
been changed from Jeffersonville, Indiana, to Post Office Box 
783, Birmingham, Alabama. 

On June 17, i960, a source advised that Edward R. 
Fields, the Information Director of the NSRP, is the indi¬ 
vidual who "runs the NSRP". 

"The Thunderbolt" continues to publish articles 
attacking Negroes and persons of the Jewish faith. 
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UNITED FLORIDA KU KLUX KLAN 
JACKSONVILLE (UFIOC) 

A source advised on August 20, 1955* that a now 
organization known as Florida Ku Klux Klan (FKKK) had been 
formed at Kacclenriy, Florida, on August lA, 1955* by former 
members of the Association of Florida Ku ICLux Klan (AFKKK). 

Hie objectives of this group, according to a second 
source, are to oppose integration in the schools and to fight 
communism. 


Regarding AFKKK, a third souce advised that a former 
official of the Association of Georgia Idans (AC-K) formed an 
organization on July 7* 1953* known as AFKKK. The "Morning 
Tribune", Tampa, Florida, newspaper. In its August 11* 1955* 
issue revealed AFKKK disbanded on that date. 

A forth source advised on October 25* 1956* that 
AFKKK operated under the sane prinicples and by.lav;3 as the 
AGK. The AGIC has been designated by the Attorney,pursuant 
to Executive Order IOA5O. 

A fifth source advised on February 17* 195^* that 
the FKKK vras operating and maintaining the same objectives . 
as set forth above. 

A sixth source advised on June 28, 1961, that at a 
meeting held in Orlando, Florida, on June 25, 1961, the FKKK 
and the United Ida ns, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc., in 
Florida, consolidated and the new organization is Jcnown, as 
the UFICKK. 

On May 17, 1962, the sixth source advised that the 
UFICKK is still in existence in Florida and maintains the same 
objectives set forth above.

On November !19, 1963* the LASO advised that WILLIAM 
POTTER GALE had appeared at the Lancaster Substation and advised 
that he was a member of the Church of Jesus Christ, Christian 
and he wanted to know why the LASO had been harrassing the 
members of this church by bringing them to the Sheriff's station 
for Questioning on November 13*1963. GALE denied knowledge of 
the fire at WILSON'S store. 

GALE further advised the LASO on this date that he had 
been the organizer of the California Rangers, which organization 
is now defunct. Ke stated he had documentary proof that several 
radio and television personalities were affiliated with subversive 
organizations on the communist front and that he also has evidence 
that the Anti-Defamation League of 3'Nai B'Rith was financially 
supporting the NAACP. GALE related that there are current plans, 
when the time is right* for the Anti-DefamationLeague to start 
a large fire in a certain section of Los Angeles, California, so 
that many people will leave other areas and go to the fire. At 
the opposite end of the city will be loosed tens of thousands 
of armed Negroes, who will have orders to rape all white women 
and kill every white male. , 

GALE further told the LASO that because of his 18 years 
of military service in the U. S. Army, and having served a .portion 
of this time on the General Staff in Washington, D.C., at the 
Pentagon, he had had access to confidential and secret documents 
pertaining to the Committee on Un-American Activities. 

GALE has commented to associates that he may seek a 
Federal Injunction to prevent the LASO from "harrassing" his 
friends. 


GALE again visited the LASO at Lancaster on November 17, 
1963, and at that time advised he might consider taking a 
polygraph examination concerning the burning of WILSON'S shop. 
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On November 20, 1963, the LASO interviewed'_ 

pat the site of a mining claim owned by SWIr>T, and located 
near Deep Springs, California. He denied any knowledge of the 
fire at WILSON'S store. 

PUBLICATIONS AND PROPAGANDA 


No publications or propaganda are specifically 
planned for the CICIE. SWIFT, in his capacity as minister 
of the Church of Jesus Christ, Christian, which is operated 
from his home In Lancaster, has in effect a world-wide 
distribution of tape recorded sermons. b &

A fourth source advised on October 25, 1956, that 
AFKKK operated under the same principles and bylaws as the AGK. 
The AGK has been designated by the Attorney General pursuant 
to Executive Order 10450.

A fifth source advised on February 17, 1958* that 
the FKKK was operating and maintaining the same objectives as 
set forth above.

The Baltimore City Police Department in recent 
months has undergone a complete re-organization under the. 
direction of a new commissioner. The Immediate effect has 
been the assignment of personnel in the Baltimore Police 
Department for the handling of demonstrations,and so forth, 
of Hate Groups, partic ularly the National States Rights Party 
I H a self-styled wnite supremacist. Ac 

is well 'renown, these individuals thrive on publicity. 


With the new group of officers handling the coverage 
of these demonstrations, this office has effected extremely 
close working liaison. At every opportunity during casual 
conversation, it was pointed out that if the publicity 
received by these individuals could be stopped, thei.r effective¬ 
ness could be curtailed. 

On 8/ 26/67* in conversation with one of the Agents 
of this office,^ irilp euflsed these

officials of the Police Department had gone to the newspapers
